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1. Old Business 
 
1A. Submission of the minutes of the March 21, 2014 Architectural Licensing Board 
Meeting; for review and approval.  After a thorough review, the Board approved the 
minutes as submitted.  (Briggs/Hurd) 
 
1B. Continuation of discussion concerning Letter dated January 3, 2013 from Anthony 
L. D’Andrea, Chairman, Board of Examiners for Professional Engineers and Land 
Surveyors; for discussion by the Board.  The Board discussed the draft letter written by 
Mr. Jeter to Mr. D.L. Chandler, Project Manager with the City of Hartford, concerning 
the Responsible Design Professional.  This document was previously distributed to the 
Board prior to today’s meeting.  They expressed the need to get this letter in the mail as 
soon as possible since so much time has passed since this matter first came before 
them.  The Board voted unanimously to approve the draft as written and to forward 
this letter to the Commissioner, immediately, for his review and approval.  
(Briggs/Hurd)  Mr. Kuzmich will notify Mr. Schwane, Department Staff Attorney, of 
the Board’s action.  It is the Board’s understanding that Mr. Schwane will now forward 
this document to the Commissioner’s Office. 
 
1C. Re-draft of proposed changes to the Regulation concerning examination eligibility 
relative to A.R.E. Candidates sitting for the examination prior to their completion of 
NCARB’s Intern Development Program requirements; as presented by Staff Attorney 
Mr. Steven Schwane.  Mr. Kuzmich stated to the Board that he made some minor 
revisions to these documents which address NCARB’s Direct Registration process 
relative to applications not conforming to these requirements.  After some brief 
discussion, the Board voted unanimously to approve the draft as presented to them 
today.  (Briggs/Hurd) 
 
Mr. Kuzmich will inform Mr. Schwane of the Board’s decision and instruct him to 
advance the regulation approval process per the Board’s directive. 
 
 
2. New Business 
 
2A. Unbound NCARB Council Record from Mr. Brian A. Worsham for consideration 
by the Board to sit for the Architect Registration Examination.  Mr. Worsham is 
scheduled to appear before the Board today; for review and discussion by the Board.  
Mr. Worsham addressed the Board and informed them that he is a University of 
Hartford graduate, Connecticut resident, and a hopeful prospect in becoming 
Connecticut registered architect.  He stated that he has an extensive work history in the 
architecture field with he believes are excellent references. 
 
Mr. Worsham has a four year degree from the University of Hartford and noted that he 
cannot apply to become a registered architect in the State of Connecticut.  He has 
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recently passed the Architect Registration Examination as a New York State Candidate 
and has his New York State license.  Mr. Worsham also has an NCARB Unbound 
Council Record for the Boards review.  He noted that due to financial hardships of the 
economy, and being a single father with custody of his son, he is unable to move to 
New York State and return back to school for two more years to get his accredited 
degree in architecture.  Mr. Worsham is asking the Board for consideration for 
licensure in this State. 
 
After more extensive detailed discussion, Mr. Hurd volunteered to “step down” and 
review Mr. Worsham’s file and report back to the Board at their next regular meeting.  
Mr. Worsham was also advised by the Board to complete the Connecticut Application 
for Architect’s License and submit the same to the Department in order to establish his 
credentials in the State’s database.
